TOM POSTON 


Tom Poston, who comes to the Playhouse direct from 
starring in the Broadway hit, A FUNNY THING HAP- 
PENED ON THE WAY TO THE FORUM, first came 
into national prominence as the forgetful man-on-the- 
street on THE STEVE ALLEN SHOW, for which he 
received an ‘‘Emmy’’ award. The popular comedian 
claims that he chose his career from a magazine he 
found in an overseas service club while a pilot in the 
Air Force during World War II, which led to his en- 
rollment at the American Academy of Dramatic Arts. 
Upon graduation, he and his brother Richard, also an 
actor (who has appeared at the Playhouse in several 
productions), organized a stock company in Rehoboth 
Beach, Delaware, but the venture was a financial fail- 
ure, Mr. Poston made his Broadway debut as a cadet 
in Jose Ferrer’s production of CYRANO DE BERGERAC, 
beginning an extensive career in the theatre. His credits 
include work both off-Broadway and on, in THE INSECT 
COMEDY, KING LEAR, ROMANOFF AND JULIET (in 
which he replaced Peter Ustinov), THE BEST OF BUR- 
LESQUE, THE GOLDEN FLEECING, COME BLOW YOUR 
HORN, BYE, BYE BIRDIE, MARY, MARY, DRINK TO 
ME ONLY, BUT SERIOUSLY, and in a handful of films 
which he claims he doesn’t understand. Mr. Poston 
has appeared in a number of dramatic shows on tele- 
vision including this medium’s version of MACBETH, 
with Charlton Heston, RICHARD III, GORIOLANUS, and 
THE TEMPEST with Richard Burton, and Mr, Ferrer’s 
TV production of CYRANO. Mr. Poston can currently 
be seen in the United Artist release COLD TURKEY 
with Dick Van Dyke, and his face and wit are widely 
popular on such television shows as TO TELL THE 
TRUTH, THE DAVID FROST SHOW, and THE DON KNOTTS
